ENERALLY speaking, the offi- 
cers ure all professional 
soldiers, while the other ranks 
uve conscripts, and although the 
period of nationa) service is offi- 
cilly two years, the men usually 
serve for anything up to four or 
five years and the N.C.Os. for a 
year longer. Most of the men 
come from the country districts, 
where life is hard and the 
stundard of living is low. Con- 
sequently the private soldier is 
extremely tough, and able 
to exist on the minimum of 
food for long periods. This en- 
ables the Russians to cul down 
their administrative tail, and to 
do without the masses of trans- 
port. and the welfare and medi- 
cul services, of the more highly 
civilised Western armies. 

With the lessons of the last 
war fresh in their minds, the 
rulers in the Kremlin have 
been building up their main in- 
dustrial areas farther and 
farther to the east. So in the 


event of war in the west the dis-— 


tances from factory to front- 
line soldier would be enormous. 
In any other country this would 
be a source of great weakness, 
but, owing to Jack of mechanisa- 
tion and also the fact that her 
roldiers live largely off the 
country, the requirgments of her 
armies are redu to a mini- 
mum, and consist mainly of 
ammunition and petrol. 


GREAT WEAKNESS 


is surprising how little space 

on the railways is required 
to transport these two com- 
moditles, because they are never 
required together In large quan- 
titles. If operations are fluid, 
little ammunition will be ex- 
pended; as soon os the front 
stobilises, the demands for am-~ 
munition inerense, but reduced 
quantities of petrol are required. 
The Russlan lines of communt- 
cation are based more’. on rail 
than on road tf rt, and 
thelr ctigineers ore extremely 
quick both ‘at making permanent 
way, for new lines and at: con- 
structing bridges... °-

jority of the better educated 
men oremain in industry or 
serve in the Soviet navy and air 
foree, Fyven the corps and divi- 
sional commanders whom 1 used 
fo meet were largely uneducated 
by our standards, and a high 
proportion of the N.C.Os. and 
men are quite illiterate This 
urecludes the use of wireless to 
any gre:t extent. Moreover, as 
few of the junior N-C.Os. or men 
can read a map or wrile a 
coherent military message, no 
rmabile operations which are at 
all complicated can ever be at- 
tempied. This ;ccounts for the 
extiene rigidity of all Russian 
titre | plans. 


Subordinate commanders are 
allowed very little initiative, 
and the plan, which is made at 
a high level, must be strictly 
adhered to at all costs. This 
does not matter particularly 
when everything goes according 
to the bovk, but im does mean 
that Russian commanders are 
not good at dealing with those 
unforeseen situations which are 
always cropping up in war. 

The Russian army, then, is 
still rather like an immense 
steam-roller, not capable of any 
intricate manoeuvres, but roll- 
ing inexorably on with its 
millions of brave, tough, 
ignorant soldiers. 


USE OF GROUND 


HE Russian infantry division 
T is approximately half the size 
of the British formation, and is 
still on a horse basis. The in- 
fantry are usually employed to 
hold positions won by the 
armoured and motorised armies. 
The Russian infantry _ soldiers, 
being mainly countrymen, have 
a naiural instinct for the use 
of ground, and they are parti- 
cuilarly good at night opera- 
tlohs, when control is main- 
tained by a system of whistles. 
When they are committed to 
the mass attacks which I have 
already mentioned, they are 
always given excellent air and 
arillery support. 


In fact during ‘he last war 
the’ Russians produced 
heavier concentrations of artll- 
lery and mortar fire than was 
possible in any other army. 
They have the highest regard for 
their gunners, and I believe 
that this is the only army in 
the world in which the artillery 
plan fer an attack takes pre- 
eedence over those of the actual 
‘attacking troops — 1€., of the 
infantry and armoured forma- 
tions. If the infantry attack 
succeeds, then the armoured 
and motorised divisions are 

ushed through the gap to 
is loit success. Again, owing 
4o lack of wireless control and 
the Jow mental standard of the 
men, the tanks are used In mass 
formation. During. the Inst war 
thelr crews never even ap- 
proached the standard of skill, 
of. the’ Panzer divisions, and the

to be the only country which is 
producing heavy tanks in any 
numbers, mamely, the “Stalins” 
and the German Tigers, which 
they are cOnmlinuing to manu- 
facture in Eastern German 


It probable that today 
Ru: possesses approximately 
175 divisions, of which from 60 
to 70 are armoured or motorised. 
Strenuous efforis are now being 
made to increase the proportion 
of these mobile divisions, but 
it is doubtful if this will be 
possible for some years to 
come. These are the divisions 
which would be used initially 
if cperations were developed 
aga'nst the West 

MOST UNLIKELY 
A feature of all Russian 

manoeuvres and-military dis 
plays is a much photographed 
and publicised parachute-drop 
by alrborne troops, and many 
people believe that another 
world war would start with 
mass airborne assaults on the 
United Kingdom. This is what 
we are meant to believe, but it 
is mest unlikely to happen. The 
Russian general staff knows 
perfecily well that airborne 
troops cannot operate on thelr 
own for long without support 
from ground troops, as we 
found to our cost at Arnhem. 
To use them in any other way 
is to sacrifice highly specialised 
troops, whose training takes a 
jong time. Russian airborne 
troops are therefore likely to 
be used only in reasonably 
close co-operation with their 
ground forces. 


RUSSIAN PLAN 


HE Russian plan would 
obviously be to try to 
achieve surprise by launching 
armoured attacks, probably at 
night under a_ full moon, at 
several different points along 
cur front. If any of these 
were successful further mobile 
divisions would be poured 
through the gap, in order to 
create chaos deep behind the 
front. If, however, these initial 
mobile operations were un- 
successful, then 9 long period 
would elopse while the horse- 
drawn divisions were brought 
forward, and a set-plece attack 
wog.. staged to blast a hole 
through - which the mobile 
divisions could be passed.

For fen minules the film "A 
Family Affair” will tell the story 
of the unwanted children for 
whom a home is sought. 

Wisely, experts advising the 
two departments have realised 
that the finest Christmas present 
any of the legion of the un- 
wanted could have would be a 
real hume life. 

They know, too, that unless} 
Jack gety parents of his own he 
s likely to figure in the Home 
Office records as a statistic in 
the Crime Report for 1960. 

Good though the State homes 
and institutions are, they all 
lack one common — festure---the 
boisterous ups and downs of 
family life 

The film is frank propaganda 
timed at the small suburban 
houses in an effort to find 
people who will, as foster- 
Parents, ope the door and take 
one of the little ones in as ane 
of the family. 

One shocking fact will be re- 
vealed, Although the Children's 
“harter came into operation 
nearly five years ago, the prob- 
lem of the homeless child is 
still far from solved. 

There are some 86,000 de- 
prived children in Britain to- 
Jay: 56,000 of them sre In the 
care of Jocal authorities and 
30.000 in orphanages and homes 
voluntarily supported. 

Of the 56,000 under local 
authority care nearly 25,000 are 
now in private foster-homes 
and 20,000 of the remaining 
children need fuster-parents 
urgently 

None of them, of course, is 
actually homeless, They are 
washed, clothed, and fed. But 
their care is “by the dozen’— 
they need desperately a real 
home life 


Stories of Some 


HE film to be shown — will 
tell on the screen the 
stories of some of the children. 
But behind the script lie 
many tragic and pathetic vig- 
nettes. 

There is little Brian, Unhappy 
at home. his food not always 
too cleanly served; a father who 
drank and a mother who did not 
really care. 

Brian left his plate half filled 
when quite a baby. Father de- 
termined to stop such behaviour 
—his only remedy was the 
strap. The institution to which 
Brian was taken is now trying 
to break him of the habit of 
hiding any food he does not 
want under pillows and books. 
Loving care with a small family 
would soon return him -to nor- 
mality. 

Helen presents a different 
picture. Mother specialised in 
shop-lifting; father also stole 
and her brother, too, was given 
to thieving. The time came 
when all three were in prison 
and Helen was “in need of care 
and attention.” The home she 
is in is trying very hard to 
break her of the habit of going 
to bed with her shoes on, ac- 
companied by all her little be- 
longings. But, you see, Helen 
has lost things before—now she 
has lost her parents too.

In the 
case where he was told that his 
tenancy was temporary and 
that he had to pay over and 
above the actual value of the 
room because of reconstruction 
reimbursement, it is a reflection 
on his character when he has 
the brazen cheek of making 
such preposterous demand. 
tre ts another case whete a 
principal tenant had to leave 
the Colony for ten months and 
had made contracts with tem- 
porary sub-tenants for ten 
months and no further. Despite 
the fact that their contracts 


stipuiate, tlhe temporary sub- 
tenants waive all rights to 
Landlord Tenants and Sub- 
tenants Ordinances, that the 
rooms would have to be return- 
ed immediately after the 
expiration of the contract. The 
principal tenant notices that 
from the improvements made 
to the rooms and high expenses 
incurred, it would appear that 
these temporary sub-tenants, 
who although waiving all rights 
to the privileges of the Ordin- 
ances, appear that they also 
intend to dishonour their con- 
tracts and to linger as long as 
possible, as they are fully 
aware of the fact that tribunal 
cases take from eight to ten 
Months to come to effect. 

Govemment whlle taking into 
censideration the Landlord’s 
plight as well as that of the 
subtenants must not be 50 
wholly oblivious of the crass 
humbug the principal tenants 
suffer from their temporary 
sub-tenants, and for this mat- 
ter special judges should sit at 
night courts, the larger number 
the better, in order to eliminate 
the ‘procrastination of the de- 
cision and to justify the case; 
and whether a temporary sub- 
tenant comes to any hoodlum 
fdens to victimise his princi- 
pal tenants by entering under 
false pretences, Lt is ag well 
a matter for the attention of 
the Criminal Investigation De- 
partment of the Hongkong 
Police. 

In the case where a tem- 
porgry sub-tenant trkes a room 
for a specified period and ‘waiv- 
ing all privileges extended by 
any Ordinances, it is inferabie 
that while it is time for them
